As Longville Authorities Claim 


They Have no Jurisdiction 


On Reservation 


Subsequent investigation of the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the finding of 
the body of John Bungy, an Indian, off 
the Red Lake reservation, at Longville 
Cass county, have increased the suspic­ 
ion that Bungy met with foul piny and 
that his body was placed upon the rail­ 
road track, near Longville, to hide the 
crime. The linger of suspicion points 
towards two fellow Indians. 
Bungy was in Longville, drunk, an 
hour and a half before his body was 
found. The only train over the line 
during that time was a supply train. 
The body lay head foremost in an oppo­ 
site direction from that in which the 
train was moving, however, and one 
foot lay inside the rails, but there was 
no blood near the body nor was there 
any evidence that tho body had been 
rolled around. 
W ithin a foot of the dead man's head 
lay an empty flask and his pocket knife, 
side by side in such a precise position 
that it seemed as if they were laid there 
for a purpose. 
, 
It is now known that a couple of In ­ 
dians told Bungy to clear out from that 
part of the reservation, “ to stay out and 
not corno back.” 
These two men were 
in Longville Sunday evening with a 
team and sled. 
On the tote road near 
the track, and just above the spot where 
tho body was found, tracks chowed 
where a team had gone by and turned 
around and just a little farther back in 
the snow wero indications of a heavy 
struggle. The supposition is now that 
the two Indians made good their threat 
and murdered Bungy while has was 
walking back to tho reservation on the 
railroad track. 
Nothing has been done to apprehend 
the men under suspicion as the roils on 
the reservation are not under jurisdic­ 
tion of the village officials, who hesitate 
to take any hand in tho matter without 
tho proper authority.
